a. Since the days of the rebellion in Kiangsi, the Comumists have indulged 
in plundsring, burning, slaughtering and raping far surpassing such acts 
committed by bandits at the end of the “ing dynasty. 

b. The Communists have treacherously utilized the Govermaent's indulgence 
to expand the Sth Route Army and to impede the Govormuent during the 
Japanase war. 


e. After the victory they took the Northeast by force, sowing the seed for 
the disastrous civil war. 


d. They tore up the Political Consultative Conference*** agreement and 
started the civil wer...

& They have committed treason by submitting themselves to the control 
of tntoriatiooal’ plots.
